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IKTRODUGTION 


T O a visitor to Rajasthan^ which abcmnds in rare relies 
of antiquarian intc«5tj a visit to the Rajputana Museum 
at Ajmer is indisptusab'k. Probably this is the only museum 
in the whole of India which incurred least cKpenditure for 
the acquisition of its magnificent collection, At the sugges¬ 
tion of the Agent to the Governor-Generai in Rajputana, 
who was also the Political Head of the Indian States of the 
then Rajputana Agency, some noble Princes came forward 
for making generous donation ofuniqucobjccts of antiquarian 
intei^est l>ang in their respective areas and as a result an 
excellent museum at Ajntcr grew up. Ajmer, being the scat 
of the Agent to the Govemor-Gcneral, and being situated 
almost aE the centre of Rajasthan, suited admirably to the 
location of such an institucion for the benefit of entire 
Rajasthan region compriaing of the centrally administered 
Ajmer-Merwara and the sa Indian States. 

As Rajputana (now Saihyukta Rajasthan) was found 
very rich in unique objects of antiquarian interest lying 
scattered all over her many old sites, temples etc., urgent 
need for starting a museum for the preservation and display 
of these interesting relics at one place was keeitly felt so 
that they may not be lost to the future generations and 
be properly studied. The visit in 1903 to Ajmer of 
LfOrd CurzoDj whose interest in ancient monuments and 
antiquities are well known, lent strong support to this 
noble idea and Sir John Marshall, Director-General of 
Archaeology in India, formulated necessary proposab for a 
museum at Ajmer. The Rajputana Museum was forimally 
opened in October, t90<B, in the main central hall inside 
the Mughal Fort built at Ajmer by Emperor Akbar in the 
year 15,7a A.D, (now commonly known as the ‘Magaiine"], 
Situated in the Naya Bazar locality of the city of Ajmer, 
this Mughal Fort can be easily reached from Ajmer Station 
of the Western Railway in less than ten minutes. 

According to its founders the museum at Ajmer “occu- 
pics a position analogous to that of a Provincial Museum" 
m tlie Sense that it is primarily meant for the benefit of the 
whole of Rajputana region of the British times conslsEing 
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of as Indtan States and Ajmer. This is more dcaiJy pul 
ill another place as —ahould be remembered that the 
Rajputaita Museum is intended to be the nadoilaJ muscuiTi 
for the rcffiort India after which it is named/' Naturally 
in its pallerics we come across exhibits coUcclcd from all 
formci' Indian prinetpalities of Rajasthaii—^from AJwar 
to Banswara and From Dholpnr to Jaisalmere. The lead 
given by the Indian Ptinccs in the growth of the Rajputana 
Museum was indeed rcmar]i.able and in the beginning there. 
Were as jtiany as six Rajasthan Princes, three Political 
OfTiccrs posted in Kajpntana and the Director-General of 
Archaeology in India spcciaUy associated in an Advisory 
Committee set upfoi dcvclopmcm of this MtASeum at Ajmer, 

Tlic Rajputana Museum contains collections which 
may be grouped as

(B) Objects illustralive of An industries. (Only a 
very small number of exhibits under this group are at present 
in [his Museum, as the section >vas clos^ down in the year 
1910 by the ?iuthorities concerned,)

(viil) Dudicaic or less important exhibits in various 
godowjis, forming a reserve collection, meant foi^ 
rKhaustive study by speciah^its. 
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S culptures constitute the most interesting section 
in the Rajputana Museum at Ajmer. Of liiem, the 
unique pieces range in ddtes from the Gupta Age down 
to the ifith century A-D. In this varied collection we come 
across some superb art spedmcris collected from Rajasthan 
and special mention should be made here of Chaivmakha 
^ivaiitigas^ M^ti of Gupta Period from Kaman 

^istrict Bharatpurjs acquired through the efforts of Shri 
R. D. Banerjee and unique LiAgsdbfiat'H and part 

of an ornamental pillar from Haras hill (District Stkar), 
acquired through th* efforts of Dr. D. R, Bhandarkarj other 
line Siva Parvati panels from Kafirl and finely executed 
heads from Shergarh (District Bharatpur)j and Pirvati ffoiu 
Kusma [District Eirohi) collected by Pandit G. H. Ojha. 
There are a number of Sflrya^ GaneSa, Brahmi and Vishpu 
images of difiereut varieties, not met with in any other part 
of India. A Trimflrtl of Vishnu, images of Baladcva-Rcvatl, 
N'avagrahas^ Nakahatras, fnearnations of Vijjiou, Revanta, 
Varu^>a and 'Mother Child^ arc really noteworthy. A 
nuoibcr of unique pieces of scuipturcs including amataha^, 

f }arts of pillars, Capitals and mutilated figures, acquired 
i'Om Adhai-din-k^-Jhoprl and exquisitely execu ted Lakshmi- 
narayana (Plate XVII), Hari-hara, beautiful head (Plate 
XVI), Kuvera^ r^iatfri-bearer (Plate XIV) and some interest’ 
ing Jaina figures also arc in this museum from Baghera —■ a 
g-i3th century famous site in the District of Ajmer^ Of 
the female figures, the TTtSirtMs from Malgam, Viuapani, 
MahishSsuramat'dinh K^Lll, Jaina Sarasvati and N^ga- 
kanya deserve special mention. In the present catakignc, 
however, an attempt will be made to discuss the sculptures 
of Brabmaoioal Gods and Goddesses only. 

Rajasthan, being an important centre of Jaina cuVturej 
is responsible for giving a good collection of Jaina sculptures 
to this museum which include images of Rishabhanatha, 
Sumarlnatba^ Sreyansunatha, Slntinatha^ PSrivanatba and 
Mahaviia. Of the Yaksha and Vabhit^i figures, rare images 
of Gomukha and Sarasvati deserve special attention. Com¬ 
pared with these, we have only a small collection of Buddhist 
objects in the Rajputana Museum. 
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Recently ft ntw section hfts been atarEcd for the display 
of irnalmiaSi torarjuj, door-jambsj finely carved ilTiiimitfiJias, 
capitals, parts of piliaR and various other Architectural 
pieces^ which were lying in the godowns of the Rajputana 
Muscuiiij, for want of accommodation for display. 

The Rajputana Museum is reali)f indebted to the 
fttploratory tours indifferent regions of Rajasthan, undertaken 
in search of antiquities by Messrs. A. Cuniungham, A.G.L* 
Carlleyle, Dr. D. R. Bhandarkar and Shrl R. D. Bancrjcc 
of the Central Archaeological Survey of India. Some 
important antiquities, collected by thenii, arc on display in 
the various sculpture galleries. These scholars, far-famed 
Pandit G* H. Ojha and the undersigned are, in fact, mainly 
responsible for the entire collection of the musturu at Ajmer, 
the last two being Officials, holding charge of this institution 
iirom 1908-33 and 1938-8 r respectively. 

Though the entire ooJlecrion of sculptures at Ajmer is 
of special interest from the artistic standpoint and throws 
considerable light on the social life of the people, who carved 
them So nicely, it go« to the special credit of Rajasthani 
sculptors that most of their skilfully oceouted pieces arc 
particularly marked by e?cceptiona] grace and real beauty. 
In the northern and castein regions of Rajasthan 
and Surasfna areas of ancient times) there are noteworthy 
sculptural pieces as old as the Mauryan and the Stinga 
Periods, but mtBC of the iutercsting images, so far discovered 
in the centraJ Rajasthan (including Ajmer), go to the 
Mediaeval Period only, coinciding ’with the reigns of the 
great Chlliam^na Emperors like SjmharSja, Vjgr^araja II, 
Vigraharaja III, PfLthvfraja 1, ^ayarfija, ArnQi'Sja (tiick- 
named Anaji), VigrahftrSja Iv [nicknamed Viialdeo), 
Someivara and Pritnvir5ja III. Undoubtedly, even when 
the Muhammadans were knocking at the gate of Rajasthan 
during the 12th Century A.D, the Rajasthani artists con¬ 
tinued their carving profession under royal patronage and 
the sculptors* ^ill reached the zenith of prosperity in the 
laih century A.D., as is evident from wonderful reties 
discovered at Baghcra (District Ajmer), and Toda Raisingh 
[District Jaipur). Indeed, under the liberal GhShamSiia 
patronage, there was ushered in an ali round artistic develop- 
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merits the tread and tradition of which liiigcred on for some 
dmc more even when the Sovcrcifuty came 

to an end near about the close of the lath century A,D, 

When wc study the sculptural collection, dHpIaycd in 
the Ra^utana Museunij we find that the majority of them 
are assignable to tht period from about A.D. c^oo to A.D. 
1300 , i.e. the period during which the Ch^am^a Lings 
of AjUjFa^^m (Ajmer) held ruling powers in Rajasthan, 
patronising and appreciating sculptural sLill. 

It is mo easy job to assign an eicact date to any detached 
piece of sculpture. No doubt, wc arc to depend on a con¬ 
sideration [>f “style” knowing fully well that it is not always 
safe to depend on ^‘styled’ alone unless corroborated by 
evidence of iiKcrihed materials. Fortunately for us among 
sculptures liere a lew actually hear dates from which wc may 
easily deduce dates unmistakably to closely asodatcd otiier 
finds though they bear no dates. At Arthuna or at Baghera 
the fixing of chronology thus involves almost no risk. In 
Cases of antiquidcs from Haras hill, Kat^ra and Karnan 
the chronology may also be fixed with reference to archb 
tecturEal evidences and inscriptions. So far as Jaina images 
arc Concerned, the majority ^ them here bear date inscribed 
on pedestals. 

It will be iin creating to determine the dlHercnt varieties 
of atones out of which many sculptures in tliis museum are 
carved. The matcriaJs used are light red sandstone, white 
marble, schist, basak, granite and in the i i-iath century 
images [from Baghera) a finc-gTained black soft Stone (may 
be a variety of chlorite) which makes posdble high pwlsh, 
minute carvings, dean cut and finest featuring of the 
figures specially distinguishing the M^taeval R^asthaui 
sculptures from tliose of adjoining Provinces. The use 
of a hard variety of red sandstone is mostly confined, to the 
Afairytf and Surastm regions and in point of durability this 
kind of stone was specially made use of in the Gupta Age 
being found strongly weather resisting, and even after a 
thousand years, pieces carv^cd in such stone can be taken to 
have left titeir sculptors* shop not very long ago. It is no 
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wonder^ therefore, that ttie Rajaachani archiccCtn preferred 
also ihjs hardest and weather resisting variety of rMk in 
erecting famous structures during the Mediaeval Period^ at 
present known by the name of CfiaaSHi K/mm^a at Kaman 
(near Mathura), at Adhal-din'ki-Jhopra (Ajmer) and in 
a number of magnificent tcmplB at Abaneri {Dlitrict 
Jaipur), at Haras hJLI and at Thanwala (District 
Nagaur). 

Next to sculptural exhibits in. the museum arc the 
unique epi^aphical objects, ivhich engage attention of 
scholars. Gotfected mostly from all parts of Rajasthan, they 
Humber about a hundred and are unsurpassed in many 
respects in the whole of India. For the early Mediaeval 
htsiory of India they arc so indispensable chat no researcher 
in that period can afford to ignore them or do without 
having a Jock at them. Of special interest among these are ; 

(i) Brahmi Inscription from Barli (assignable to G. 4th 
century 

(ii) Samoli Inscription of ^il^itya dated Saiiivat 703^ 

(iii) Jodhpur Inscription of Bauka dated Satiivac 894, 

(iv) Pratapagarh Inscription of MahendrapiLla Il„ 

(v) T^vo slabs inscribed with Haraktii 

(vij Slabs containing NdUika by Soma- 

deva and 

(vlij BarJa rnscriptioii of the time of Chlham^na King 
Prithvirija ITT dated Saihvat 1134. 

A number of important copper plates also add to the 
value of tills section. These include ; 

(i) Two copper plates of Maharai Sarvaiiatha of 
Uchchhakalpa dated igi ( =437-38 A.D., if referred 
to Kalachuri era), 

*(ii} Daulatpura copper plate .of Pratihara Bhojadeva 
[surnaincd Prabhasa) dated Sajhvat 900* 

(iii) Two copper plates from Eanswara {foi-ming one 
grant) of the Paramira king Bhoj^eva dated 
Saihvat loyfi, and 
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[iv) Oopper plate of Rinl Kumbha of Mcwar dated 
Saiiivat 1494. 

Rajaathan can I'igiitly be proud of its vast materials in the 
shape of insciiptiDiiS} copper pktes etc, Many of them bear 
dates in Vikrama Saihvatj ranging from the 3rd centnry A.Dn 
to the 19th century A. D. and arc in a fair state of preservation. 

In the Rajputana Museum’s coin-cabinets arc preserved 
more than two thousand rare coins^ of which mention may 
he made here of the Punch-marked and Sibijanapada coins 
from Nagarij the Indo^Greek and Kushan coStis from Taxila, 
acquired by the undersigned with the help of Rao Bahadur 
K. N, DtL<;httj DErccior-Gcncral of Ai'chaeolo^ in India, 
the Kshatrapa (one hoard found at Sarvaiiia) and IndO“ 
Sassatjian pieces from R^asth&n itself, and the gold coins 
of the Imperial Gupta Dynasty. From some ftovinciaJ 
Governments have also been ictetved from time to lime 
on exchange baas more than a tliousand coins of the 
Pathau and Mughal Rulcis of India, wme of these issues 
being struck at the mint which ilonrished in those days 
at the city of Ajmer itself 

In anathc]' sotiioo, tlierc are typical specimens of arms 
and armour collected from many places of Rajasdian. 
They include bow and arrow, arrow-heads, spears of various 
shapes, speaj'-heads, swords of difTcirciU vai'icties, /I/js/, 
daggers, ^rr^rj, F/iarji*,, guns anti rnuskets of various 

^pc*. A helmet* complete vritb nosoguai d, spike etc., of a 
Rajput wanrioi, Is also there, A Rajput bolds his weapons 
in great esteem and even worships them, and it is no wonder^* 
therefore, that all arms referred to above ate In the best 
state of preservation. 

The paintings and photograplis section eoniains more 
than a hundred exhibits* including a doxen rare RajasthKni 
paintings, of which ^‘a Rajput Chiefj’*’ a 

^‘Muhammadan Prince'’' and ‘Tarrukshyar’^ dcstJrve 
meinicm. There arc painting (copies only) depicting well 
knowm Rajput Kings, The photographic exhibits, however, 
arc restricted to views of ancient protected buildings ai 
Ajmer and its neighbourlioad. 
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A new scclioti* contaming Pre-historic rclira atid casts 
of 5cal6 with pictography^ discovered at Mohenjcidaro, was 
opened in the year 1939 under instruetions from Rao 
Bahadur K. N. Dlkshit^ jace Director-General of Archaeology 
iti India, for enabling interested scholars to make a eom- 
parative study of the many pre-historic antimiitics, casually 
unearthed in. Rajasthan as he fdt Sure that ^‘in Rajputana 
some preliistoric settlements of the same period as Harappa 
and Mohenjodaro lie buried iu the sands of Jodhpur, 
EiJianer and Jaisalmerc, If not in other parts as wcQ”. It is 
really gracifyir^ to record that recent diacoverics of a number 
of pre^storic sites in the north western part of Rajasthan 
have fully justified the view so strongly upheld by 
Mr, DfEcshit more than no years back. 

In addidon to inajn six sections mendoned above there 
arc two other sections in the Rajputana Museum, where many 
andouities from Adhai-din-ki JlioprS and less important 
or almost duplicate objects [really it is diRicu]t to conic 
across exactly duplicate images) are Stored, forming a reserve 
collection, particularly meant for an exhaustive study of 
such objects by interested researchers and scholars. 

These prefatorial notes would remain incomplete if ive 
do not express the sense of gratitude that we owe to the 
Ministry of ScicntiEc Rcscaroh & Cultural Affairs, Govern¬ 
ment of India, for placing at the disposal of the Department 
of /\rchaooloCT & Museums, Rajasthan, and through it at the 
disposal of the Rajputana Mttseum, Ajmer, some funds for 
the reorganisation of this insutution and also for preparation 
and piLclicadon of a Catalogue of its exhibits, TTiOugh the 
present Catalogue is not a complete record of objects dis¬ 
played in the Rajputana Museum, it ia hoped that before 
long necessapr funds for the compledon of the Cataloguing 
witi be TKcivcd from the same Ministry. Reorganisation 
of tlte Rajputana Museum is fraught with many problems 
and as such with the funds at present available, Jt has been 

C ible only to make a beginning in this direction. We 
c to complete in stages this Important work. The 

g resent accommodation available for the display of the 
.ajpntana Museum collection in the Mughal Fort at Ajmer 
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is neither fuitabifi nor ad^uatc. So let us fervently J^ope 
tliat before the andquimes stored in this Museum will be 
housed in a suitable building of its own where display may 
be possible on the modern sciendiic lines. 

Before actual reorganisadon, howevcTi it has been 
possible to deal with^ mcrclj^ class by clasa^ SCULPTURES 
only in the present publication. These arc, in fact^ not On 
display in a single coniimious gallery but scattered over many 
Cubicles of an old structure* as the cidsting accommodation 
would malce it po^^sible without eEfcctiug any additions and 
alterations^ which arc not at all permissible (in fact dis¬ 
couraged) as needed for the purpose of a modern museum 
gallery with enough lighting arrangemerLts. it 15 also felt 
that the cataloguing of sculptures, if it is to be really bcncHcial 
to researchers ana scholars as a ridc^ be profusely 

suppictnented with iUusEradonSr But It has been jKissiblc 
only to illustrate iB sculptures in this brochure in order to 
coniform generally to the pattern adopletl hy^ the Depart- 
rncnt of Archaeology St. Museums, Rajasthan, m ihc publica¬ 
tion under condrk'i'atton. Lei us hope that in the veArs to 
oontCj almrist ad the outstanding sculptures displayed in this 
rnu^uuin will bi' photographed nicrlv, so that they may l>e 
turiwd itito blorkji for putting them into prints fur ti pmper 
iipp reel ai ion of the plastic art cifKwfaLsthan ^llt ejcEiihitioii iu 
this museum at Ajmer.
